In 1!««; the tiiy council of Boston 
voted against attem pting municipal g:is 
and electric lighting on the ground that 
the city had already proved it> inabil 
ifv iii such m atters by a succession of 
failures in various trailing enterprises. 
Ill I''1*!, for iustance. Boston estab ­ 
lished a municipal printing plant. Five 
years later, in lb"_\ Harvey (.'base, an 
expert accountant, who was ex am in ­ 
ing all the city departm ents for Mayor 
t ’ollins, and I'hoinas i ‘ Nichols, an e \ 
pert printer, reported that the plant 
had already lost over spi.ono and th a t 
a greater loss was avoided only by 
Charging other departm ents more than 
they would have had to pay outside 
printers. 
They also reported that at the time 
of the Investigation the stock room w as 
crowded with unnecessary paper, inks, 
etc.. bought at great expense and lia 
Me to dcprei ifttion ly. h a nd bag or dam 
age by tire: that some valuable stock, 
then very recently bought, could not lie 
found, nor could there be found any 
record of its ns,>; th at excessive ra te s 
were paid for ruling tltid binding done 
optside; that there w <s an entirely tin 
necessary num ber of employees in alt 
divisions of tlie departm ent, who add 
ed to the expense .- .»I subtracted from 
the efficiency 
that a d sp »sitioii to kill 
time w as manifest, and that in spite of 
the fact that the hours of employees 
were shorter than in privnh* plant- 
less w a s accomplish« 1 per man per 
hour worked 
T he operation 
of tw o ferry 
lines 
frotn Boston to Fast Boston, which 
were bought by the city in 1S59, Us mi 
ed tip as an o th er object lesson,

the city at an even greater loss

Boston's w ater supply, though fa r 
fam ed for quantity and quality, fur 
nlshed !>ut an oth er prgof that the oily 
cannot <lo business a< well as a prl 
vate corporation Boston receives pure 
w ater from the metropolitan w ater 
board, distributes It through tin* city, 
ollects the charges ami each year pays 
its assessed share of the total expense 
This would seem a simple proposition, 
but H arvey <’base in 1'.m i n his report 
n the w ater departm ent said 
“The 
lack of proper methods for handling 
transactions of such m agnitude and, 
indeed, 
the 
general 
crudeness 
and 
looseness of the capital accounts in the 
w aterw orks’ 
Iwokkcepiiig ever since 
the foundation of the plant are a sto n­ 
ishing. * * * There has been e x c e s s ­ 
ive expenditure for work done through 
the employment of unnecessary' men, 
by the employment of aged and infirm 
men and by other m eans whereby the 
osts of Work have been heavily itl- 
reased.” 
Four years have now gone by since 
the evils in these three departm ents 
were m ade public in a free city docu­ 
ment, but nothing has been done to 
remedy them. 
*’Even in those depart­ 
ments especially investigated and re­ 
ported upon in considerable detail,” 
said H arvey (,’hase in 
"the a n ­ 
nual expense today Is as large as be­ 
fore and in some eases even relatively 
larger.” 
W hat surer proof of ineffi­ 
ciency could be given 
But even had there been no printing, 
no ferry, no w ater liafe «>-, the am ounts 
paid recently for s e n i< es of veterina­ 
rians to can* for the horses in the 
street and police departm ents of Bos­ 
ton would alone have been sufficient to 
indicate that it would be well to limit 
rather th an extend Boston’s municipal 
a et! cities. 
The police dep artm en t in 1904 paid 
$19.34 for veterinary services and m ed ­ 
icine for each of its sixty or more 
horses, an outrageous price, and the 
next y e ar paid nearly $25. 
The street 
departm ent, whore w asting the ta x ­ 
payers’ money In excessive veterinary 
paym ents had come to bo a habit, easily 
topped its own high figures iti 1905 by 
paying $24.20 for each of 500 horses. 
These figures were so obviously e x ­ 
cessive tiiat some change had to be 
made. 
Accordingly the police d ep art­ 
ment under a new single beaded com­ 
mission 
reduced 
its 
veterinary 
ex­ 
penses in 1900 to about $13 per horse, 
and the mayor instituted a plan by 
which the cost per horse In the street 
departm ent cam e dow n to $14. 
T hat these reductions were possible 
is itself a sure proof th a t Boston is 
anything but efficient in business, and 
further proof, if any is needed, can be 
found by com paring even these re ­ 
duced figures w ith, say, the average of 
$10 p er horse paid u nd er able m anage­ 
m ent In the fire departm ent, w ith the 
$5.94 paid by the police departm ent in 
1902, with the bona fide offer of one 
$f the best veterinarians in the city to 
flo the street d epartm ent’s work for 
! SO per horse and finally with the $2 per 
year for each of its 200 horses paid by 
a great private grocery and supply firm 
in Boston. 
j 
Compared w ith som e cities, Boston 
is well governed, but these and a suc­ 
cession of sim ilar illustrations of w aste­ 
fulness, failure and executive ability 
prove th a t it cannot do business in a 
w ay to glTe its citizens full value for 
the m oney they pay In taxes.—Court*

John G. Johnson, acting 
for tht- railroad, has filed a bill in 
equity in the common pleas court 
acainst the county of Philadelphia en­ 
joining the defendant from demand­ 
ing any penalties for violation of the 
law 
The 
measure 
was 
passed on 
Vprll 5 and goes into effect on Oct. I. 
It is set forth in the bill that if the 
2 * <• nt fare law is enforced that the 
charters of several railroads will be 
substantially altered by the curtailing 
and restricting 
of 
their corporate 
rights in respect to charges for trans­ 
portation of passengers ; that it will 
reduce their revenue from that class 
of traffic to such an extent as to ren­ 
der the passenger business non com ­ 
pensative and w ill work a hardship' 
and injustice to the stockholders 
Ii i 
further set forth that the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad had previously fixed 
t reasonable rate, but that ,~>1 percent 
of tin passenger bittiness in Pennsyl­ 
vania is conducted at it rate not ex­ 
ceeding 2 cents and that an enforce­ 
ment of the ! it w will cause an addi* 
tional reduction in the earnings of $ I,- 
imm(,può. The bill concludes that that 
the measure Is unconstitutional and 
in 
violation of the Interstate com­ 
merce law. 
George V Massey, chief counsel for 
the railroad, refused to discuss the 
legal step taken, but said: "If Mr, 
Johnson has filed such a bill it means 
the constitutionality of the 2 cent fare 
law will be tested."
